Firft therefore ofthe Earth of New-England © 
and all the appertenances thereof: It isa Land 
ef diuers and fundry forts allabout Ma/faths- 
lets Bay, and at Charles Riuer is as fat blacke 
Earthas canbe feene any where : and in other 
places yowhaue a clay foyle, in other grauell, 
in other f{andy, as irisall about our Plantation 
at Salem, forfo our Towne. isnow named, 
Pfal. 76s2. . 
The forme ofthe Earth herein the fuper- 
ficies ofitisneither too flat inthe plainneffe , 
nor too high in Hils, butpartakes ofboth in 
a mediocririe, and fit for. Pafture, or for Plow 
or meddow ground, as Menpleafe to employ — 
it: though allthe Countrey beeasit were a 
-thicke Wood forthe generall, yet in diuers 
placesthereis much ground cleared by the 
dadsans, and efpecially about the Plantation ;

The fertilitie of the Soyle is tobe admired 
at,as appeareth inthe aboundance of Grafle 
chat groweth euerie where both verie thicke, 
vericlong, and verie high in divers — places ; 
but ic groweth verie wildly with a great flalke 


‘and a broad and ranker blade, becaufeit neuer

_tofeed Swine; and others cleere of Wood, 
and fruitfull tobeare Corne. Alfowee haue 
ftore of excellent harbours for Ships, asat 
Gape dane, andat Mafathulees Bay, andat 
Sates, and at many other places: and they are 
the better becaufe for Strangers there is a ve- 
rie difficult and dangerous paflage into them, 
but vntofuch asare well acquainted with 
them, theyare eafie and {afeenough. The 
aboundance of Sea-Fith ate almoit beyond 
beleeuing,and fure I fhould {caree hauebelee:

Alfo 
here are many kinds of excellent Hawkes, 
beth Sea Hawkes & Land Hawkes: and my 
felfe walking in the Woods with another in 
company, {prung a Partridge fo bigge that 
through the heauineffe of his Body could fly 
but a little way : they that haue killed them, 
fay they are as bigge asour Hens. Here are 
likewife aboundance of Turkies often killed 
in the Woods, farre greater thenour Englith 
Turktes,and.exceeding fat, {weet and fethy, 
for herethey -haue aboundance of feeding alt 
the yeere long,as Strawberries,in Sammer al. 
places are full of them, and all manner of Ber- 
riesand Fruits. Inthe Winter time I haue 


- feene Flockes of Pidgeons, and haue eaten of
